expos’d, if but rational Ground of Sufpi. 


cion can be had, let fuch be defcrib’d—Bat 
there is another Evil as bad in ics Kind, and 
that is, blufting the Chara@ers of inno- 
cent Men by groundlefs Sufpiciou;s, mali- 
cious Surmifes, and fly Suggeftions, only to 
leffen their Reputation, and render them 
fufpe&ed—This is Murther, and in fome 
Degrees much worfe than the lefs barbarous 
Method of cutting of Throats. 

Now to look a little more narrowly into 
this Sort of Method, if you pleafe to trace it, 
you will generally find, it begins at the 
Enemy ; ‘cis like them that firft fet the 
Hovle on Bie and then agcule the Mafter 
of the Houfé, who perhaps was undone by 
it—And fone fo forward to cry our of the 
Crime, as th-y that love the Prattice—— 
Thus Fudeb readily condemn’d Tamur to be 
burnt for Whoredom, tho’ he had done her 
the double Injury ¢ firft in with- holding her 
Husband, and next in being che Whore- 
m fer hial¥, 

Wpon chis Account I humbly propofed, 
that in Accufations of this Nature the fri- 
volous Accufer might be punifh’d, as he 
deferves—But will any Man be fo mad to 
fay this foggetis, that the well grounded 
Accufation fhould not be encourag’d—No, 
no—Briegthem out,zs [ndah (aid of Tamar, 
and let them be burnts But have a Care of 
the Staffand the Signet; havea Care that 
the Fraud does arte in the Accufers, and 
the Vitlany cry’d out of be not fixe upon 
the Plaintiff——Two things therefore, I 
move, may be minded in our Misfortunes, 
and thefe are che chief Ends of my Dilcourfe. 

1 That they be not made the Tools of 
Party-Malice, to fix Prejidices in the 
Minds of the People againft innocent Per- 
fons. 

2, That they do not blind our Eyes from 
feeing GOD’s Judgments, when fairly 
pointed by the Circumftances covering our 
Sight with the Mifts of Perfonal Prejudice. 

T muft confefs, I thisk there cannot be 
two greater Mifchiefs befa!} a Nation; 
Alexander the Great never forgot the 
Death of Critus his Friend, falfly accufed 
to him, and who he put cruefy to Death in 
the Heigth of miftaken J>aloufie , the World 
is full of Examples to illuftrate this, and 
fome in this tfland, almoft at the Heels of 
our Memory.

Reign—The Parliamenct never made King 
Charles 1. perfe@ly naked, cill they wbtaia’d 
hiro t cut of his right Haad, che Barl of 
Strafford. 

What fhall I fey co the lace Reign, and 
how viltly King Wiliam was worried out 
of his Friends, in order to fell him to his 
Enemies? but I fayno more, tam rowch ing 
a Cafe fo nice, chac few People will bear the 
Reproof, however guilty; Bur Jiltett you

Now, good Pcople, pray oblerve, thefe 
are the Sort of Folk-, and this tne very 
Tew per lam talking of. Ido not fay, there 
arc no Mif-managemenrs, oo il) Meafures 
taken 10 the Affair ot Conveys, and let ali 
fuch Errors be both re@hify’d and refenred— 
Bur ‘tis the People that call every thing 
which does not fucceed Mif-management, 
and will have Men in Office Rogues, be- 
caufe themfelves have, not the Opportuni- 
tiesto be fos thefe are the People I am 
talking of, and thefe have been the Head 
of our Complainers in all thefe latter Ages 
of the Revolution. 

Thus it wasin Kiog Wilizm’s Time, and 
this forc’d the King to he ever thiftiog 
Hands, and chiogiog Meafures, than which 
nothing was more fatal to his Affairs and 
nothing can be more fatal to a Government 
involv’d in Wars, and foreign Alliances,

And now, Gentlemen Complainers, gow 
that cry outof Rogues, and betraying ug 
to the French, and che like, there is one 
the) thore to be taid to yon—The Coffeer 
Houtes, and Table Talk is full of thefe 
dark Charges, why do you not fill the Pars 
liament with your Demonftrations ? The 
Doors of Juftice are open, the Nation’s Ree 
prefentative is frcting, no Petisions will be 
reje&@ted, no Accufations be thrown by, that 
are not frivolous and vexatious. Why do 
you not make out thefe things, while they 
may be heard ? 

Here Admirals, Generals, and all Sorts of 
Capital Knaves,of whom fo much Out-cries 
are rais'd, may be brought to anfwer, and 
therefore bere ought to end our pbhlegma- 
tick Suggeftions of Traytors, of betraying 
our Affairs, and Intelligence with France 5 
for if you will not accufe them here, you 
ought not to accufe them elfewhere, Com- 
plaints here may be juft, Complaints by 
Suggeftion and Sufpicion are meer Murther, 
Slander and Malice; no Man can complaia 
of Mifemanagement, while the Deors of the 
Parliament are open tohear him, there let 
him tell his Tale, and there he wil} be heard.

But methinks you fhould obferve a little, 
how your Cafe is chang’d—You had thes 
no other Relief: To complain then was 
fruitlefs, and either the Complaine or the 
Complainer was fure to be crufh’d, and the 
latter perhaps ruin’d, if mot worles the 
Dangers of publick Spirits were-thea quite 
different to what they are now.

uickly became foalloverthe Nation, that 
‘veral of the Captains of the Fleet were 
in the French Satereft, and would on the 
firft Appearance of the French Fleet go over 
to the Enemy--[beli¢ve, { need not rect 
this to the Memory of any body, it is not 
fo long ago, the Murmurs and Uneafioefs 
of the People on this Account were intolle- 
rable; dad the Repuration of the Officers of 

e Fleet was murther’d ia all Manner of 
Cempany; Rogtes, Traytors, and a 
thouland Names were the Titles beftow’d 
ou them onevery Occafion. 

And alt this while the innocent Gentle- 
mer were on Board their Ships, doing their 
Yuy;, and-ready to facrifize their Lives for

hey were not indeed infenfible of the

Stander, in order to clear. up their 
Reputation from groyndlefs Surmifes. — 

Will any Man queftion, bat this Report 
was firft raifed by the Enemies, and coulda 
greater .Scrvice be done them, than to 
make the Captains of the Men of War be 
fufpeéted by one another, aad by the whole 
Natioa ?- No, Gentlemen, it was certain- 
ly. a French Artifice, and might have been 
very fatalto the Nation. 

a fome Anvil is hammer’d the prefent 
ckamouring Spirit, to which I thal fay, no 
more than this. Upon the Guilty it is an 
Impotent, and upon the Innocent a crimi- 
nal Proceeding ; to the One it ts infignifie 
cant, for Rogues value no Scandals to the 
other it is barbarous, for honeft Men fH 
before Envy; “tis the Deftru@ion of our 
Peace, the difcouraging owr Friends, and 
’cis affiftant to our Enemies ; a fair Profecu- 
tien injures no Maa, but a groundlefs 
Slander wounds the landcent, and diftra@s 
the Nation,
